COLLEGE UNDERGOING 
EXPANSION PROGRAM 


Many New Structures Rise 
On Campus As College 
Continues Growth 


With the constant din of rivet- 
ing machines, cement mixers 
and steam shovels the Pennsyl- 
vania State College which has 
so faithfully served the com- 
monwealth for seventy-five years 
is rapidly being transformed 
into a greater institution—a uni- 
versity of the future. The in- 
creased State appropriations 
have made possible an extensive 
expansion program, the results 
of which are becoming more 
evident on our campus every 
day. It has become a typical 
“No Man’s Land.” However, we 
gladly overlook its present con- 
dition in view of future achieve- 
ment. 

In order to get a complete pic- 
ture of these changes let’s walk 
up front campus to the site 
where “Old Main” used to be. 
I emphasize the last three words 
because this majestic structure, 
the original Penn State, has also 
been a victim of the devastation. 
In its place is rising a “New Old 
Main,” built of the same stones 
but with only a slight influence 
of modern architecture to mar 
its original appearance. It 
stands firm in the same site but 
with a strengthened foundation, 
a model of the new Penn State. 
We ascend to the lofty tower for 
a perfect “bird’s eye view.” 

Off to the extreme right, just 
above the Power House, is a very 
recent addition to the buildings 
of the Engineering School. This 
modern structure, Main Engin- 
eering, houses the department 
heads’ offices as well as several 
score of class rooms. That old 
Power House just below it will 
also soon be among the missing. 
A modern house is being built 
on the extreme West campus 
just off of College Avenue. Now
